HUNDREDS AFFECTED: 
Comptroller’s Action 
Means Pay Boosts 


UNDREDS of officers who retired 
before 1 October 1949 for physical 
disability may receive pay increases. 
The Comptroller General has author- 
ized them to switch from one method 
of computing retired pay to another. 
They have been authorized to recom- 
pute their retired pay under either the 
percentage of disability or total years 
service provisions of the Career Com- 
pensation Act of 1949.

Air Force Safety Center Directs “Integrated” Global Effort 
With Aerospace Age Stress On Nuclear And Missile Dangers

HILE aircraft and ground accidents 
in the Air Force have decreased 
steadily during the past decade to all- 
time record lows, and our prevention 
efforts in these areas are being pursued 
around the clock without respite, the 
aerospace age has dictated the need for 
a new approach to safety geared to 
potential accidents in the missile and 
nuclear fields. This new approach or 
concept is called “integrated safety.” 
The national and international rami- 
fications that could result from even 
the smallest nuclear yield accident 
have made it mandatory for the 
Air Force to revise and beef up its 


across-the-board accident prevention 
program, to eliminate bottlenecks and 
increase reliability—in both the human 
and the machine. 

With safety regulations and procedures 
approved by the President as our man- 
date, no stone has been left unturned to 
insure against every conceivable possi- 
bility of an inadvertent or illicit detona- 
tion of a nuclear weapon where there 
might be a nuclear contribution. In nu- 
clear safety, the accident rate has been, 
is, and must continue to be “Zero.” There 
is no other acceptable statistic. 

Coupled with this goal is a second ob- 
jective—to reduce the number of inci- 
dents, and accidents where there is no 
nuclear yield, to an absolute minimum. 
There have been some aircraft accidents 
and other handling mishaps in recent 
years involving atomic bombs; but in 
every instance, the safety devices used 
to prevent nuclear yield were 100 per

cent effective. Regardless of this record, 
steps since have been taken to make 
these devices even more efficient and to 
avert such mishaps altogether if possi- 
ble. 

Rather than dwell on the specifics of 
nuclear safety, I’d like to discuss how 
efforts in this field fit into the Air Force’s 
new “integrated safety’ program and 
some of the philosophy behind it. This 
concept was recently outlined for the 
first time to 475 field commanders, safety 
officers, and invited representatives of 
other military, industry, and goverment 
agencies during the Air Force’s First 
Annual Safety Congress at Riverside, 
Calif. 

Less than two years ago, control of 
safety in the USAF was divided among 
four different agencies and at least four 
widely scattered locations. Ground safety 
was under the Deputy Chief of Staff 
for Personnel in Washington. Nuclear 
safety was a function of the Nuclear 
System Safety Group at Kirtland AFB, 
Albuquerque, N. Mex. Explosive safety 
was being handled by the Deputy Chief 
of staff for Materiel in Washington 
through the Air Materiel Command. 
Flight safety was the responsibility of

the Deputy Inspector General for In- 
svection at Norton AFB, Calif.; and, in 
addition, missile safety or what there 
was of it at that time, also came under 
this agency. 


Atomic Controls 

It was during this period that nuclear 
carrying missiles—the Thor, Atlas, and 
Genie—began reaching the operational 
inventory, and it became readily apparent 
that stringent controls already in effect 
would have to be made even tighter if 
an inadvertent disaster of the first mag- 
nitude was to be avoided. Since a missile 
actually represents a wedding of ground, 
nuclear, and flight operations as well as 
missile operations, it was obvious to the 
Chief of Staff that the only way to get 
to the root of a safety problem in any 
area in a hurry would be to establish 
a single agency with Air Staff responsi- 
bility for all accident prevention pro- 
grams in the Air Force. As a result, the 
Vice Chief of Staff, General Curtis E. 
LeMay, directed the formation of an Ad 
Hoc Committee at Air Staff level to study 
the overall problem and make recom- 
mendations. The committee’s findings 
were. submitted in March 1959 and just 
two weeks later the VCS issued a mem- 
orandum ordering the establishment of 
a new office under The Inspector General 
to be designated the Deputy Inspector 
General for Safety. The memo further 
directed the consolidation of safety func- 





tions and ordered manning to be ac- | 


complished on a priority basis. 

My predecessor, Maj. Gen. Joseph D. 
Caldara, was assigned the task of initial 
organization with offices in Washington 
together with an Assistant for Ground 
Safety and an Assistant for Flight, 
Missile, and Nuclear Safety. The Director 
of Nuclear Safety Research at Kirtland 
AFB and the Directorate of Flight and 
Missile Safety Research at Norton AFB 
were constituted as field extensions. Ex- 
plosive safety remained an AMC func- 
tion. 


Integration Action 

During the first year of operation of 
the new organization (known within the 
military as the 1003 Inspector General 
Group), it became apparent that centrali- 
zing responsibility for the Air Force 
safety program, alone, was not going 
to be sufficient—it also would have to 
be “integrated” if the Chief of Staff 
was to have one agency truly responsi- 
ble for Air Force safety. This was dic- 
tated by numerous factors, primary 
among which was the fact that the aero- 
space age had brought an overlapping 
of functions in the four basic safety areas 
with resultant problems of duplication, 
coordination, jurisdiction, research, re- 
porting, manning, and administration. 
Geography and communication also were 
factors. 

The decision was made by The Inspec- 
tor General, Lt. Gen. Joseph F. Carroll, 
and further steps were taken to effect 
integration beginning in July of this 
year, 

I think General Carroll’s definition of 
“integration” is the most appropriate 
I've heard yet. Militarily speaking, he 
said it “generally means welding several 
elements into a single force for pur- 
poses of simplicity, improved reliability, 
and

We also had two key parameters im- 
posed by General LeMay in line with 
current USAF management policies. The 
reorganization had to be accomplished 
without any increase in total personnel, 
and the ultimate organization was to 
have less compartmentalization. In ad- 
dition, we would not depart radically 
from workably established procedures 
and investigating techniques until time 
and experience under the new organi- 
zation indicated the desirability of such.

selected to become the “Safety Center 
of the Air Force” due to several reasons, 
including economics, availability of fa- 
cilities, geography, and the fact that 


much of the nation’s aerospace industry | 


is located in the West. Reorganization 
and integration not only were accom- 
plished without any increase in man- 
power but also with only a small ex- 
penditure of funds for personnel 
transfers and office remodeling. 

My office and the Assistant for Ground 
Safety were moved from Washington to 
Norton, while the rest of the Washington

functions were absorbed in the Air Staff 
or eliminated. Only 27 of our Pentagon 
staff actually made the move, as addi- 
tional spaces for missile and nuclear 
safety, for the most part, were taken 
from the old Directorate of Flight and 
Missile Safety Research. At that time, 
also, explosive safety responsibility and 
the personnel involved were reassigned 
to our ground safety office. 

Today, the Office of the Deputy In-

which will begin in January. Truly, the 
base commander, Col. Evans G. Stephens, 
is busy with diversified activities. 

The 48th fights with North American 
F-100 Super Sabres, 12 of which are on 
constant alert with ready crews in the 
alert enclosure 24 hours a day. The 
wing has 62 F-100Ds and 12 F-100Fs, the 
latter being the two place version. In 
addition they now have four Lockheed 
T-33s and two Douglas C-47s. The total 
assigned strength, 80, is just four short 
of the authorized strength which allows 
63 F-100Ds and seven T-33s.

recreation buildings, and 467 miscellane- 
ous buildings including 223 sets of mar- 
ried quarters. Not all of these are first 
clas, The dormitories, for example, are 
quite poor, but they are usable. 

The housing shortage means that many 
of his officers and key NCOs live from 
15 to 30 miles away making necessary an 
elaborate call system to bring them in 
in an emergency. “Tobacco” housing is 
bringing 45 new sets on the base, con- 
struction of which will start shortly and 
300 more are to be built at Methwold 
114% miles away, but the latter are two 
years off. 

Lakenheath’s potential as a USAF 
base is being further emphasized by the 
construction program now in progress 
to expand its facilities for fuel and oil 
storage, It now has a capacity for 1.2 
million gallons of POL, but this is be- 
ing expanded to 5.4 million. This in- 
creased POL capacity will not only per- 
mit it to enlarge its own wing in time 
of war, but also to recover and refuel 
SAC aircraft. 


Atomic Support 


A tenant on the base is SAC’s 99th 
Munitions Maintenance Squadron which 
supports missiles in the RAF, assists in 
training RAF, and supports the wing’s 
atomic program.

LACROSSE “FIRST” 


The first Lacrosse missile firing 
at Ft. Sill, Okla., is announced by 
Maj. Gen. Verdi B. Barnes, Army 
Artillery and Missile Center Com- 
mander.

Nuclear Emphasis 


But let's not fool 
namic and problem-posing areas of

future lie with nuclear and missile de- 
velopment, and this transcends the mili- 
tary. They involve the civilian populace 
as well. The fact that no catastrophic 
nuclear accidents have occurred does not 
necessarily mean that we are doing all 
that can be done in our prevention ef- 
forts in this field. However, I was in the 


nuclear business for eight years, and I 
can assure you that there are so many 
safety features ground into our pro- 
grams that any accident can almost be 


forecast to be the result of human fac- 
tors or frailties. 

The Air Force looks upon this whole 
spectrum of safety as one that has over- 
riding importance, particularly in times 
of peace—or at least the questionable 
peace we live in today. The basic requi- 
sites of safety are dictated by four prob- 
lems: 

a. Natural accidents. 

b. Psychotics or saboteurs. 

ec. Security. 

d. Human error. 

Reduced to simple terms, it is obvious 
that if every man were infallible and 
every machine 100 per cent efficient, a 
planned or by-chance action would be 
consummated absolutely without error. 
This, of course, was not the design of 
the Creator. Acts of God, i.e., thunder- 
storms or hurricanes, cannot be con- 
trolled, but they can be reckoned with 
in our planning. What we must con- 
stantly guard against are the malicious 
psychotics or sabcteurs—the fidgety 
Freddies who can’t resist the impulse to 
pull a switch, and the snakes-in-the- 
grass who do not love our country. Fi- 
nally, we must do all we can to mini- 
mize accidents caused by human frailties 
as well as those due to design or 
mechanical malfunction. 


This Is Mission 


To this end, our mission, when trans- 
lated into non-technical language, 
sounds something like this: 

a. We must not endager our people or 
our Allies by allowing an inadvertent 
detonation of a nuclear device resulting 
in nuclear yield. 

b. We must minimize the chances of 
our military and civilian personnel 
coming involved in time-consuming, cost- 
ly, useless, and often fatal ground acci- 
dents.

c. We must keep the low 
craft accidents where it is now 
possible, reduce it still further. 

d. We must not allow mishaps to our 
missiles to become operationally signif- 
icant. 

I, personally, am answerable to Gen- 
eral Carroll and he, in turn, to General 
White for the promulgation of policies, 
practices, controls, and folllow-up, to be 
sure that certain checks are in force 
worldwide-—-to execute the Air Force 
mission economically yet effectively. 

The 17 major commands of the Air 
Force look to us for after-the-fact analy- 
ses of all accidents, but it is my studied 


opinion that before-the-fact prevention 
is more important than follolw-up in- 
vestigation. General White has recog- 


nized this philosophy by imposing on our 
missile and nuclear safety people a task 


that, if successfully accomplished, as- 
sures him that all units charged with 
executing the war plan are ready and

As I stated earlier, organization alone 
does not prevent idents. In the Air 
Force, the safety officer in the field is 
the most important member of the pre- 
vention team. He should be a part of 
the commander’s personal or _ special 


staff, regardless of the level of command. 


The number of doors he must open to 
attract the boss’s attention will deter- 
mine to a great extent the success or 
failure of his unit’s safety program, I 
fought this battle of philosophy in my 
last job. My safety officer was located 
somewhere down the line and answer- 
able to another person, but I, as a di- 
vision commander, was the fall guy in 
any event. When he was placed directly 
under me, we really got results. 

This is not to minimize the role of a 
commander. Inherent with the assump- 
tion of command is the aforementioned 
responsibility for accident prevention. 
His success depends on the personal 


attention and direction he gives to it, 
but he cannot be expected to do the job 
by himself, even though it is his ultimate 
hide if things go wrong 


Four-Hat Task 


More and more of our safety officers 
in the field are having to wear four hats 
flight, ground, missile, and nuclear 
And to be effective not only have 
command support but they must also 
get out of the office to where the activity 


they 


is. They must know the frailties of fal- 
lible man with whom they work. They 
must search, seek out, and observe. I’ve 
seen some expert accident investigators 


who were the poorest of safety officers. 
Why? Because they became expert by 
investigating rather than in preventing 
accidents 


In summary, I am well pleased to date 


with the Air Force’s integrated approach 
to its safety mission, and I feel that our 
people are dedicating themselves whole- 
heartedly in their labors to save lives, 
dollars, and machiner We simply want 
to get the most mileage out of our 
trained air and ground crewmen, our 
nissile and nuclear operators, and to 
teach our airmen to ] longer by re- 
fraining from off t job accidents, 
slipping on a bar of soap in the bathtub, 
or turning a bend in the road when in- 
deed there wasn’t I 

Although we ar n the Office of the 
Inspector General, we not inspectors 
in the old sense of the word—the fellow 
who looks under the 1 ind asks the 
squadron commande f he has a slush 
fund. When we go into the field, we are 
out to help. Because of this philosophy, 
the reactions of Major Commanders and 
on down the line have been most grati- 
fying. I think the program is almost in

said that 5105 officers were considered 
in the primary zone for promotion to 
major, and about 7500 were considered 
in the secondary zone. 

The Army said that the junior officer 
in the basic zone had date of rank as 
captain of 31 March 1954, The last man 
on the list in the secondary zone had 
a 31 December 1957 date of rank. 

The Army was unable to say how many 
were selected in the basic zone and how 
many in the secondary zone, and also 
was unable to give any details on the 
first and second passovers in the pub- 
lished list. 

The Air Force readily supplied the in- 
formation about the forthcoming list that 
7,547 line captains were considered in the 
primary zone, of whom 5,283 were chosen, 
including 587 who had previously failed 
of selection. 

In the Air Force primary zone there 
were 1,497 first failures and 767 second 
failures. 

The Air Force said that in the second- 
ary zone, 1,481 captains were considered 
and 528 were selected. 

In the Air Force components, the run- 
down was supplied as follows for tempo- 
rary major (considered/selected) : 

Chaplains — Primary zone, 64/52; sec- 
ondary, 78/5; 9 passovers, one for second 
time.

veston. To further spread out its ac- 
tivities its schools are at Molesworth. 

Bruntingthorpe is 60 miles from Al- 
conbury and Chelveston 29 miles. This, 
plus the fact that the housing shortage 
forces 1,500 families to live an average 
distance of 22 miles from their bases, 
makes the 10th a rather spread out op- 
eration. The housing problem—some live 
up to 40 miles away—can not help but 
reduce reaction time below that which 
they could achieve if all personnel were 
witihn the base area, 

The dispersion of the bases is a handi- 
cap, but careful organization has been 
worked out to offset it. All operations 
are controlled from headquarters here. 
All supplies are consolidated here and 
delivered to the other bases by truck or 
light aircraft. 

Furthermore, because the 10th op- 
erates all over Europe and often uses 
bases in Europe it maintains a training 
detachment at Moron, Spain.

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Hurt By Housing Shortage 


Colonel Kemp has set up an excellent 
control complex here which coordinates 
all of the operation on a giant control 
board. This is the focal point for all con- 
trol of flying operations and is the com- 
mand post for the commanding officer 
in war or in exercises. It operates 24 
hours a day and seven days a week, An 
Army officer is stationed here as liaison 
for the Army ground forces in Europe. 
Col. Robert G. Williams is Director of 
Operations. 

Another complex coordinates all sup- 
ply and maintenance work, so that the 
status of maintenance and operational 
readiness of all aircraft can be checked 
at any moment. Colonel Kemp claims for 
the 10th one of the highest states of 
operational readiness in the Air Force. 
Col. Cabe C. Hawkins is Director Ma- 
teriel. 

Each squadron maintains an average 
of 18 Douglas RB-66s. The RB-66 can 
fly more than 600 miles per hour at alti- 
tudes from ground level to 45,000 feet— 
a high performance capability vital to 
these lightly armed reconnaissance air- 
craft. They are powered by two 10,000 
lb. thrust Allison J-71 turbo-jets. The 
photo version of the bomber is flown by 
the Wing’s Ist, 19th, and 30th Tactical 
Reconnaissance Squadrons while the 
42d Tactical Squadron flies the electronic 
version. 

In addition, the 10th uses Douglas 
CA7s, deHavilland L-20s, and Lockheed 
T-33s. 

During peacetime, the 10th comes un- 
der Headquarters Third Air Force, but 
in time of war it reports directly to 
NATO. In either situation, it is an in- 
tegral part of the European Defense 
System of NATO. 

Col. Victor N. Cabas is Deputy Wing 
Commander and Col. Henry S. Taylor is 
Commander of the 10th Air Base Group. 

Wing Commander, Colonel Kemp is a 
native of Nebraska who interrupted his 
course at the University of Washington 





to enter the Air Corps in 1939, resuming 
his studies and winning his degree in 
1947. In WWII he served in the Train- 
ing Command until 1943 when he was 
assigned to the VI Bomber Command 
in Panama, In Korea he was Deputy Air 
Inspector for the Fifth Air Force and 
later commander of the 452d Bomb 
Wing’s 452d Bomb Group, flying 61 com- 
bat missions in B-26s, He was Chief of 
the Personnel Requirements Division at 
Hq. USAF when he was reassigned to 
Air War College and thence to the 10th 
Wing. He and his wife Edna live in the 
Alconbury Senior Officer’s Quarters. 
The 10th has scored heavily in com- 
petitions held in the European theater, 
having just recently been with the 4th 
Allied Tactical Air Force in winning the 
Gruenther Trophy and having won over 
the British in a night reconnaissance 
competition—the “Royal Flush.”

OL. Kenneth C. Dempster’s 47th 

Bombardment Wing (Tactical) is 
not only the only B-66 wing in the en- 
tire USAF, it is also the only USAF 
all-weather tactical bomb wing in Eu- 
rope. Furthermore, its 420th Aerial Re- 
fueling Squadron is the only refueling 
squadron assigned to Europe. 

This base from which it operates is 
the biggest USAF occupied base in the 
United Kingdom, covering some 3,000 
acres. In case of destruction of the Third 
Air Force headquarters at South Ruislip, 
Sculthorpe has been designed as an 
alternate for its headquarters. 

The 47th three squadrons, 84th, 85th, 
and 86th, are equipped with Douglas- 
built B-66s, making it the only round- 
the-clock, all-weather strike force within 
USAFE. The Wing also uses eight Lock- 
heed T-33s for instrument training, Con-

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USAF’s Integrated Safety Program Aids Defense 


The forthrightness with which the Air Force has faced and grap- 
pled with the problem of safety in the nuclear missile age has paid off 
in many ways—in winning respect for the Air Force in its 100 per cent 
record in nuclear safety, in the humanitarian preservation of life, and 
in keeping more men and machines militarily effective for the defense 
of the Nation. 

This direct, aggressive approach to accident prevention in the Air 
Force, as Maj. Gen. Perry B. Griffith, Deputy Inspector General For 
Safety, points out in his “Commander’s Report” on the first page of 
this: issue of THE JOURNAL, operates with primary emphasis on people. 
Not that organization is neglected, indeed it is being tightened and 
perfected at all times, but as General Griffith says, “People cause acci- 
dents and people must prevent them!” 

It is significant that with the advent of the jet engine and very 
high performance aircraft wherein reaction time is compressed to the very 
threshold of human capability, the Air Force has shown an appreciable 
decrease in aircraft accident rates. Under General Griffith and his prede- 
cessor, Maj. Gen. Joseph D. Caldera, aircraft accidents have become 
fewer during what would appear to be a most perilous era. Today more 
airmen lose their lives in automobile accidents than in aircraft, But 
even in this latter field the Air Force is bettering its safety record. 

Because of these efforts in an “integrated” safety effort, the Air 
Force today has more planes in the air and more officers and airmen 
to operate them. 


Nation Greets lis Navy On Navy Day 


The recent achievements of the U. S. Navy make this week’s cele- 
bration of Navy Day on 27 October a most memorable one. 

By the end of this year, the first two Polaris submarines, George 
Washington and Patrick Henry, will become operational with the Fleet. 
Carrying 16 ballistic missiles each, the nuclear submarines will be capable 
of roaming the oceans of the world undetected. Following the Polaris 
submarines will be the recently launched carrier Enterprise, whose 
atomic powered engines will give her a new dimension of mobility. 

In 1922 when the Navy League established 27 October, the birthday 
of Theodore Roosevelt, as Navy Day, adherents of sea power were elated 
over the Navy’s progress. The transition from wood and sails to steel 
and steam had put us in the forefront of seapower. “T.R.’s” feat in send- 
ing the Great White Fleet around the world had gained both friends and 
respect for our Navy. Today, as in 1922, the Navy has demonstrated its 
capacity for applying the most advanced technology to our use of sea- 
power. 

It is the Navy League which has kept the Navy Day a significant 
event. In 1949 when then Secretary of Defense Louis Johnson sought to 
ban separate Service Days in favor of his newly established Armed Forces 
Day, the Navy League, being an entirely civilian organization, defied his 
orders. By 1953 the Navy League was able again to gain the support of 
the Navy Department in its sponsorship of Navy Day. This, indeed, is a 
commendable achievement. 


National Air Museum Needs New Exhibit Building 


The presentation of the Navy’s famous record breaking “One X” 
Chance Vought XF8U-1 Crusader to the National Air Museum again 
points up the pressing need of the Smithsonian Institution for an adequate 
exhibition building in which to house its growing collection of aviation 
“firsts.”’ 

At present only ten per cent of the Museum’s sizeable collection is 
on display; the other 90 per cent is in storage in suburban Suitland, Md. 
The inspiring “One X,” which is in perfect flying condition, must join 
its historical brothers in dead storage. 

Congress, in 1958, passed an authorization bill providing for the 
drafting of plans and designs for a new building to house the collection. 


The Smithsonian Institution has such plans virtually ready and has 
designated an excellent site between 4th and 7th streets southwest and 
Independence Avenue and Jefferson Drive, just opposite the National 
Gallery of Art. But no money has yet been appropriated, so that even 
with the most expeditious action a suitable building is still years away. 

Fortunately, the Smithsonian executives are working on an excellent 
interim plan. A new building for its Museum of History and Technology 
is now under construction with completion scheduled for 1962. At that 
time most of the collection now housed in the old Arts and Industry build- 
ing will be moved into the new structure. Smithsonian plans provide that 
at that time part of the vast collection of aircraft and equipment now 
in storage will be put on display in the old Arts and Industry building 
pending the construction of a building designed specifically for aircraft. 

In the meantime we trust that Congress will act promptly in provid- 
ing the funds to begin a building to house the entire aircraft collection. 

The remarks of Dr. Remington Kellogg at the presentation of the 
Chance Vought “One X’”’ point up the national importance of such an 
exhibit. He said: 

“The National Air Museum Jooks forward to placing the ‘One X’ on 
display and telling its inspiring story to millions of visitors. In doing so, 
we feel that it will encourage many youthful Americans to the study of 
science and engineering. This historical aircraft will, in retirement, 
continue its service to America.”

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Navy Secretary Franke’s “Never Was” News 





THE “NEVER WAS” 
CONFERENCE—NO. 2 


The Journal issue of 22 October 
published a “never was” Pentagon 
news conference with Secretary of 
the Army Wilber M. Brucker. 

The conference with Secretary of 
the Navy William B. Franke, re- 
ported herewith, was conducted 
under exactly the same ground 
rules as last week’s session. 

This means that the Secretary of 
the Navy did not participate in it. 
The questions and answers were 
fabricated in the offices of The 
Journal, 

There is no question that Navy 
Secretary Franke, Army Secretary 
Brucker, or Secretary of the Air 
Force Dudley C, Sharp, who is 
scheduled to hold a “never was” 
conference in next week’s issue, 
could do a better job. But this 
would force them to follow the 
advice of Secretary of Defense 
Thomas S. Gates, jr. He suggested 
last January that they hold Penta- 
gon press conferences. 











Press—Some of us, Mr. Franke, at- 
tended a news conference some months 
ago at which you reported on a Navy 
Reorganization Committee you headed. 
But you were Under Secretary of the 
Navy then, so this really is your first 
Pentagon news conference as Secretary. 
Therefore, a general question at the 
start. What do you see is the future 
of the Navy? 

Franke—Well, no matter if this is 
my first or final Pentagon news con- 
ference, that’s a super-sized question, 
about which I could certainly speak for 
an hour or more. But let me just say, 
very briefly, that the Navy has em- 
barked on a glorious new era. With our 
Polaris submarines deployed to sea, and 
our first atomic-powered carrier on the 
way, we are on the threshhold of a 
new epoch in naval history . 

Press—Excuse me for interrupting, 
sir, but I would like to know to what 
extent you feel that your great con- 
fidence in the future of the Navy is 
shared throughout the Nation? 

Franke—Thank you for the interrup- 
tion. First of all, it saved me from 
making a speech. And secondly, I want 
to tell you people how pleased all of 
us are about the great support and 
understanding the American people are 
giving to the Navy and Marine Corps. 


Navy Gets Money 

Press—Can you please be a bit more 
specific on that point, Mr. Secretary? 

Franke—I think that if you will ex- 
amine the record of the action taken 
by the last Congress and the Adminis- 
tration in providing increased readi- 
ness of our Fighting Forces, you will 
see that the Navy has been given the 
lion’s share of this increase. In my 
opinion, this attests to the widespread 
recognition that is being given to the 
fact that no other force can match 
the versatility, mobility, and economy 
of the Navy-Marine Corps team, 


Sea Service Strengths 


Press—Are you satisfied with the 
present strength of the Navy, which 
is about 624,000 and the Marine Corps, 
which has about 175,000, compared with 
200,000 recommended by Congress? 

Franke—No civilian or military chief 
of any Service is ever satisfied that 
he has enough men, but I feel that 
with the steps we have taken to con- 
serve manpower resources we can meet 
our commitments with our present 
strengths. You will note that we have 
been able to deploy two more carriers 
to sea, and have increased our Marine 
battalion landing teams. This has been 
a difficult task, but we have managed 
to build up our combatant units despite 
cuts in manpower. Of course, we would 
be unable to meet our requirements if 
their should be any further manpower 
reductions. 

Press—iIn view of the Navy’s primary 


mission for controlling the seas, do 
you think of Polaris submarines essen- 
tially as a naval weapon or as a major 
component of the Nation’s strategic 
striking force? 

Franke—That again is a difficult 
question to answer without a lengthy 
discussion, but I will try to do my best 
with it, Polaris is, of course, a naval 
weapon, and it is one of the great naval 
weapons of all times—possibly the 
greatest. The Polaris submarines lurk- 
ing in the depths, ready for any 
emergency and subject to no problems 
of sovereignty, are new assurance that 
the U. S. Navy will continue to main- 
tain supremacy at sea. But, of course, 
the Polaris ships—we call these sub- 
marines ships now and not boats you 
know—also have a tremendous striking 
capability against enemy targets. We 
must be certain that this capability is 
used to maximum effectiveness. 


Polaris Command Control 


Press—In that connection, Mr. Sec- 
retary, do you feel that the Polaris 
submarines should be placed under 
control of a single commander, say 
the Commander-in-Chief of SAC? 

Franke—I want to be most emphatic 
on that question. Polaris submarines, 
the same as aircraft carriers, missile 
cruisers, destroyers, and anti-submarine 
warfare submarines, must at all times 
be under direct command control of 
our experienced fleet commanders. I 
cannot emphasize this too strongly. 

We are taking important steps for- 
ward, as you know, in the work of 
the Joint Strategic Targeting Center, 
which happens to be located at Offut 
Air Force Base near Omaha. The Navy 
supports this effort 100%. But a wise 
decision was made to maintain the op- 
erational control of Polaris submarines 
in the hands of our fleet commanders, 
which is exactly where it belongs. 

Press—At the recent Air Force Asso- 
ciation convention in San Francisco, 
there was a resolution calling for a 
single service. How do you stand on 
that? 

Franke—The Navy has been opposed 
and continues to be opposed to centrali- 
zation of military power in a single 
Service or a single Chief of Staff. The 
fact of the matter is, in response to 
your question, I understand that many 
people in the Air Force also recognize 
the dangers of a single Service con- 
cept. 

Press—Back to the Polaris, sir. Some 
years ago there were some Navy ad- 
mirals—I believe Admiral Radford was 
one of them—and some other Navy of- 
ficers—if my memory is right, this 
group included a Captain Arleigh 
Burke—who lambasted the Air Force 
and its B-36. The point was made then 
that the Air Force was forcing the 
country into a “blockbuster” concept of 
National Defense. What was needed, 
the admirals said, was a precision strik- 
ing force, such as could be provided 
by Naval aircraft operating from 60,- 
000-ton carriers? I wonder if you have 
any comment to make on the fact that 
today the Navy is advocating a “block- 
buster” approach with the use of 
Polaris submarines? 


New Kind Of Deterrent 


Franke—That is a lengthy ques- 
tion. Let me say first that times have 
changed. The Soviet Union, it must be 
recognized, is a greater danger than 
was the case in 1948 and 1949. Fortu- 
nately for this Nation, the Navy and 
Marine Corps showed in Korea, and 
later in Lebanon the importance of 
our versatility and mobility. I am sure 
that Admiral Radford and Admiral 
Burke, and all of us would agree, that 
there will be no victory in all-out 
thermonuclear war. The Navy con- 
tinues to advocate a force that will be 
able to do precisely the job that needs 
to be done, and no more. Fortunately, 
we have just such a force in the Navy- 
Marine Corps team. 

But the Communists with their new 
power now need to be confronted with 
a new kind of deterrent in order to 


assure peace, Our Polaris submarines 
are exactly that new kind of deterrent. 
Mr. Khrushchev and the people who 
advise him now know that it will be 
impossible to knock out this Nation’s 
retaliatory capability. Our Polaris sub- 
marines, moving silently through the 
ocean depths, will make any aggressor 
realize that he must reckon with a 
devestating counter-blow if he strikes. 

It is my view that the singular tacti- 
cal capabilities of the Polaris subma- 
rine make her a strategic weapon for 
peace. 

(At this point in the press confer- 
ence, an aide cleared his throat and 
reminded the Secretary that he had 
another urgent appointment in five 
minutes. Sitting down quickly, the aide 
inadvertently tipped over a coffee spoon 
which spotted the rug. Fortunately, 
the cup and saucer held a steady 
course. The conference continued— 
Editor’s note) 


NATO Command 


Press—On an entirely different sub- 
ject, Mr. Secretary, do you feel that 
the NATO Commander should always 
be either an Air Force or Army gen- 
eral? Or do you believe that a Navy 
admiral also should be considered as 
a possible successor to General Nor- 
stad at such time that he retires? 

Franke—Let me make one point first 
that many people—even some of you 
in the press forget—and that is the 
fact that General Norstad is one of 
two NATO Commanders of equal rank. 
The other is Admiral (Robert L.) Den- 
nison, Supreme Allied Commander At- 
lantir. I say this because many people 
think that SACLANT is_ suborinate 
to SACEUR. They are co-equal com- 
mands. Now, there is little question 
that SACLANT will always be headed 
by a Navy admiral. The participation 
of the other Services in this command 
is, by the nature of its mission, very 
small, 

On the other hand, I believe that 
the situation in Europe is different, 
what with our Sixth Fleet providing 
such a basic element of NATO’s strik- 
ing power in event of hostilities. There- 
fore, I think that when it comes time 
to choose a SACEUR, the only consid- 
eration should be to find the best man 
for the job, regardless of what Serv- 
ice hat he wears. 

And in this connection, I would like 
to add that in the Navy we have some 
outstanding officers who have had great 
experience at the highest levels joint 
and combined commands, There is no 
question in my mind, for example, 
that all NATO nations are aware of 
the outstanding performance of duty 
which has marked the distinguished 
eareer of our brilliant Chief of Naval 
Operations, Admiral Burke. 


Rank Discrimination 

Press—Mr. Secretary, there have 
been more complaints that the Navy 
is being discriminated against in the 
matter of rank for senior officers in 
responsible billets. Is the Navy doing

anything to eliminate this discrimina- 
tion? 

Franke—As you know, all Military 
Departments have been called upon to 
provide increasingly large numbers of 
lag and general officers for Joint Staff 
and Defense Department assignments. 
I don’t recall the exact number, but we 
must assign more than one quarter of 
our admirals to activities completely 
outside of the Navy. A recent example 
is the Strategic Targeting Center I 
mentioned before. At the same time, 
we are limited by Congress to a sub 
stantially smaller number of senior 
officers than the other Services. 

This is a matter of great concern to 
us and I have spoken at length on the 
subject to Secretary Gates, Assistant 
Secretary Finucane and members of 
the Defense Department’s Bolté Com- 
mittee in an effort to find some solu- 
tion. I believe we have made some 
progress in bringing about a greater 
realization of our needs on the part of 
other members of the Defense De- 
partment team, but we have not 
reached the point where we can draft 
a solution in the form of a concrete 
legislative proposal. 

We do hope to have such a proposal 
ready, sometime during the next calen- 
dar year. In the meantime, as I am 
sure you know, we won't say to the De- 
fense Department we cannot give them 
the services of this or that admiral, 
because that particular man is urgently 
needed for command at sea. For the 
time being, we will just have to “make 
do,” and endure the situation as best 
we can, 


Rose Bowl Ahead? 


Press—Mr. Secretary, at his “never 
was” press conference last week, Sec- 
retary of the Army (Wilber M.) Bruck- 
er was asked to predict the winner of 
the Army-Navy game. He said he did 
not want to hurt the gate by such a 
prediction, I have two questions for 
you: (1) Who is going to win at Phil- 
adelphia? And (2) will you let the 
Navy team play in the Rose Bowl? 

Franke—Let me tell you that, really, 
it's no difficult task handling questions 
about the Polaris, Single Service, NATO 
Commanders, or other easy ones. But 
when you ask me about the Army- 
Navy Game, that’s something else 
again. I am not going to make any re- 
marks here that the West Point team 
can plaster on their lockers. I read 
Secretary Brucker’s comments and I 
agree with him that it’s going to be a 
hard fought game. Certainly, we have 
a fine Navy team. 

As to your question about the Rose 
Bowl, well we shall just have to wait 
and see. Of course, as you know, we in 
the Navy always want to present our- 
selves to our bosses, the American pub- 
lic, whenever we can, and whenever we 
have an accomplishment of which we 
can be proud—be this open house on 
Navy Day, which as you know is to- 
morrow, or a particularly representa- 
tive team from Annapolis. 

Press—Thank you, Mr. Secretary. 
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MEMO-- 


ALL SERVICES ARE MAKING strong bids 
for designation as Single Manager for electronic 
supplies, but some senior military experts in the 
field are expressing private doubts whether such 
a single managership should be established. One 
of these is Maj. Gen. Francis F. Urhane, Com- 
mander of the Army’s Electronic Proving 
Ground at Ft. Huachuca, Ariz. General Urhane 
says he does not “think such a single manager- 
ship is practical.” Decision on whether to estab- 
lish the electronics agency will be made early 
next year by the Defense Department, after 
completion of studies by the Armed Forces Sup- 
ply Support Center, in Washington, D. C. 


THE ARMED FORCES I&E OFFICE, which 
devotes great emphasis to encouraging U.S. 
military men and their families to learn the 
language of foreign countries to which they are 
assigned, has taken a reverse twist action. A 
message was sent to all oversea commands re- 
questing information concerning techniques 
which have proved successful in teaching Eng- 
lish to indigenous personnel. The best of these 
will be used in a pamphlet to be published for 
use by all U.S. Service people abroad. 


THE TEACH-THE-NATIVES ENGLISH 
survey was dispatched to such commands 
as U.S. Army Europe in Heidelberg, Ger- 
many, and to the U.S. Forces Korea in 
Seoul. It went to SETAF in Verona, Italy, 
and the Taiwan Command. The question- 
naire also was dispatched to CINCNELM 
and Third Air Force Headquarters. They 
happen to be in England. 


THE MICKEY MOSS AWARD has been es- 
tablished at the Pentagon. Originated in the 
office of Assistant Secretary of Defense Murray 
Snyder, the award goes to that Service or indi- 
vidual who does the most to disturb relations 
between Congress, particularly the House Com- 
mittee headed by Representative Moss (D-Calif.), 
and the Pentagon. The Army held undisputed 
possession of the cup for its high-flying feat of 
amending a message given to it by Reporter 
William Hines of the Washington Star for trans- 
mittal to and from the Courier satellite. Mr. 
Hines, whatever his irritation, thus gained ce- 
lestial fame as the reporter who suffered the 
first censorship in space. 


THE ARMY WAS FORCED TO SURREN- 
DER the Mickey Moss, however, to Director 
James G. Dunton of the DoD Office of Public 
Services. He was cited for putting out a space 
effort “score sheet” showing U.S. and Soviet 
comparisons and urging top Pentagon civilian 
and military officials to use it “whenever possi- 
ble in connection with speeches or other oppor- 
tunities to inform the public and correct mis- 
conceptions.” There was a suggestion by some 
that by this action the Pentagon was meddling 
in politics. 


MATS EFFORTS TO GAIN increased public 
support was evident at the American Legion 
Convention in Miami. The Illinois Department 
(MATS Headquarters are at Scott AFB, II1.), 
originated a resolution which called for moder- 
nization of MATS aircraft and continued war 
readiness airlift training for Active and Reserve 
Forces. Another resolution was proposed by the 
New Jersey Department (McGuire AFB, N. J., 
is a key MATS facility). It called for maintain- 
ing the MATS Aeromedical Evacuation System 
at “optimum efficiency.” Air Evac was recently 
curtailed. Lt. Gen. Joe W. Kelly, MATS Com- 
mander, was named Honorary Grand Marshal 
for the Legion Parade. 


THE ARMY’S BERLIN COMMAND has 
named its firing range on the border of the 
East German Zone in honor of the late Lt. 
Gen. Floyd L. Parks. He was the first Ber- 
lin Commander and, after retirement, was 
Executive Director of the National Rifle 
Association. 


WHERE ONCE THE ARMY WAS MOST 
CAREFUL in talking about missile ranges in 
public statements to stay within a 200 mile or, 
at most, “several hundred mile” distance, the 
success of the Pershing R&D program is prompt- 
ing broader talk. Lt. Gen. Arthur G. Trudeau, 
R&D Chief, has noted publicly that Army mis- 
siles “vary from the small anti-tank weapon, 
with a trajectory measured in hundreds of yards, 
to ballistic missiles, spanning hundreds of 
miles.” Army contracts now cover 19 complete 
rocket and missile systems, plus the Shillelagh 
missile being developed by Aeronutronics and 
a new target missile being developed by North 
American Aviation and Marquardt Corporation. 


GENERAL GEORGE H. DECKER, during his 
first appearances as CofS on Capitol Hill next 
year, will be asked what he thinks about the 
arbitrary limitations imposed by DoD on the 
weight and range of Army missiles, and the 
weight and armament of Army aircraft. He will 
reply that, within budget limitations, the Army 
should be allowed to develop the weapons it 
needs to fulfill its missions, the same as the 
other Services. 


ARMY AVIATORS ARE HOPEFUL that suc- 
cessful Marine Corps helicopter tests with the 
Navy-developed air-to-surface Bullpup missile, 
which is also being used by the Air Force, will 
prompt early action authorizing the arming of 
Army copters with this weapon. But because of 
Army-Air Force agreements on aircraft arming, 
the Army has deemed it prudent to permit the 
Marine Corps to blaze the trail for copter use 
of Bullpup. 


AN ADMIRAL HAS BEEN “WOUNDED IN 
ACTION” at the Pentagon. RAdm. Redfield 
Mason, Assistant CNO for Fleet Operations and 
Readiness who is slated to become Pacific Fleet 
Service Force Commander in February, was the 
victim. Admiral Mason was manning his swivel 
chair. The phone rang. He made a hard turn to 
port. A recurrence of a back injury sent him to 
Bethesda Naval Hospital. 


ARMY AND AIR FORCE OFFICERS will be 
welcomed for Army-Navy Football Game fes- 
tivities by the Philadelphia Quartermaster Cen- 
ter, 2800 South 20th Street. On Friday 25 No- 
vember, there will be a rally at the Center 
beginning at 8:30 p.m., attended by Maj. Gen. 
William C. Westmoreland, USMA Superintend- 
ent. On Saturday morning, breakfast will be 
served and in the evening there will be a buffet 
dinner and dance. The Center will provide free 
parking space and bus transportation to and 
from Municipal Stadium. 


TWO TOP ARMY INFORMATION officers, 
Col. Robert V. Shinn and Lt. Col. Paul A. Con- 
lin, have retired. Assistant Chief of Information, 
Colonel Shinn will join the USIA in Dusseldorf, 
Germany. He was USAREUR Chief of Informa- 
tion and Deputy Chief of Information at SHAPE 
before his final Pentagon tour. Colonel Conlin, a 
veteran newsman, began his military information 
career in 1942. He was Deputy Chief of the 
USAREUR Public Information Division before 
assignment in 1957 to the Office of the Chief of 
Information. 


B/G JOHN F. THORLIN, who continues as 
CG of the Army’s Ordnance Tank-Auto- 
motive Command in Detroit, will be Execu- 
tive Director of the Military Automotive 
Supply Agency. The Army has been desig- 
nated by Secretary of Defense Gates as the 
Single Manager for Military Automotive 
Supplies in all the Armed Forces. 


LT. GEN. LESLIE R. GROVES, USA-Ret., 
President, has announced appointment of Mrs. 
George H. Decker, wife of the Army CofS to the 
Army Distaff Foundation Board of Directors. 
Mrs. Lyman L. Lemnitzer, wife of the JCS 
Chairman, is also a member of the Board. Gen- 
eral Groves reports that occupancy of the 300- 
unit residence in Washington, D. C., for Army 
widows is expected in early 1962. Col. Julian B.

Scores of industry people were on hand to 
insure that newsmen were provided details 
on new developments brought forth by the 
Army-Industry team. One participant was Har- 
old V. Gaskill, Vice President for Planning of 
the Collins Radio Company, Cedar Rapids, Iowa. 
A Reserve brigadier general, he holds the mo- 
bilization designation of Assistant to the Chief 
of Army Research and Development. 


UP TO ABOUT FOUR YEARS AGO, the 
Army took second rank to the other Services 
when it came to effective liaison with industry 
for press demonstrations. That is no longer the 
case. In adition to effective work of Chiefs of 
Information during the past several years, the 
Association of the U.S. Army has done a big 
job in this area. 


SAC HEADQUARTERS WILL ADVISE 
the Pentagon that a mixed fleet of about 
200 helicopters and light aircraft wil be 
necessary to support Atlas and Titan mis- 
siles sites throughout the nation. This air- 
lift will be used to cut from hours to min- 
utes the time required to reach some sites 
from central command and support posts. 


THE VICE CHIEF OF NAVAL OPERA- 
TIONS, Admiral James S. Russell, confessed to 
a feeling of nostalgia during ceremonies at 
which the Chance Vought XF8U-1 Crusader was 
presented to the National Air Museum (see pic- 
ture, Page 7). He recalled flying the “wood and 
fabric” Chance Vought FU-1 off the deck of the 
old USS Langley in 1929. The firm, he reminisced, 
has long been a contributor to the Navy’s fight- 
ing forces. Admiral Russell noted that 4,600 
Vought Corsairs were used by the Navy in 
WwiII. 


THE COST OF COVERALLS is going up. The 
Military Clothing and Textile Supply Agency is 
buying 63,328 coveralls for the Air Force at a 
cost of $23 each. 


IT’S NO MERE FORMALITY when the Royal 
Air Force Staff College at Bracknell, England, 
and the USAF Air University at Maxwell AFB, 
Ala., hold exchange instruction. During the 
week of 23-28 October, all classes at the RCAF 
school were conducted by USAF Air Univer- 
sity faculty members, led by Maj. Gen. L. P. 
Dahl, Commandant. Next March, RAF Week 
will be held at Maxwell. 


SAC CREWMAN CAN FIGHT with other 
weapons than bombs, if the need arises. General 
Thomas S. Power, CinC, a judo enthusiast him- 
self, arranged for 18 airmen from 16 SAC bases 
in the U.S. to attend a six-weeks course at the 
Kodokan Institute in Japan, world judo instruc- 
tion headquarters. The course includes training 
in aikido, karate, and judo, and trains the USAF 
students to teach SAC combat crews and air 
police how to fight with hands and feet. 


MOSCOW IS TALKING with the Army’s mis- 
sile center at Redstone Arsenal, Ala. But noth- 
ing much is being said. Four Army privates at 
Huntsville, operating a “ham” Military Affiliate 
Radio Station (MARS), have been chatting 
about once a week in Morse Code with a Soviet 
farmer outside Moscow. A report from Red- 
stone Arsenal states: “The Russian operator... 
doesn’t talk much. Neither do the Redstone op- 
erators, for that matter. They give their loca- 
tions, the call letters of their set and signal 
report and sometimes the power of each station.” 


RECIPIENT OF 43 DECORATIONS and one 
of six pilots who are jet as well as piston aces, 
Col. Harrison R. Thyng has assumed command 
of the Duluth Air Defense Sector after duty as 
Chief of the Aircraft Branch of the Federal 
Aviation Agency’s Office of Plans. He is cred- 
ited with victories over German, Italian, 
French, Japanese and Russian aircraft.

ECRETARY Wilber M. Brucker 

has disclosed that the Army is 
training Reserve Forces members in 
nuclear weapons and delivery systems 
at the Command and General Staff 
College, Ft. Leavenworth, Kans., and 
six branch schools. 

In connection with the anniversary 
of the launching of the One Army 
concept—in which the Active Army, 
Army National Guard and Army Re- 
serve work and train as a single team 
—Secretary Brucker said that training 
of selected Reserve Component units 
in the Honest John, capable of carry- 
ing an atomic warhead, and other 
modern weapons, began this summer. 

Providing more training in nuclear 
weapons was one of the 49 recom- 
mendations made one year ago by the 
60 senior officers of the Active Army, 





National Guard and Reserve com- 
manders during their Washington 
meeting. 

To qualify more Reserve Com- 
ponent officers in the use of nuclear 
weapons, a two phase program has 
been devised. The program is moni- 
tored by the Command and General 
Staff College. Phase one consists of 
93 hours of unclassified extension 
course work. Phase two will be a two- 
week active duty course at one of the 
six Army branch schools. 

Acting on another recommendation, 
the Army lessened the burden caused 
by a shortage of technicians in the 
Army Reserve by authorizing an in- 
crease of 458 technicians in Fiscal 
Year 1960 and an additional 170 in 
Fiscal 1961, This will bring the world- 
wide total of Army Reserve techni-

cians at the end of fiscal 1961 to 3,216. 

In an attempt to get the most train- 
ing out of the taxpayer’s dollar, a pro- 
gram of joint Army Reserve and Na- 
tional Guard use of training facilities 
is in effect. Although some difficulties 
exist because Nationa] Guard facilities 
are under state control and Reserve 
facilities are under federal control, 
six working agreements are already 
in operation in Gainesville, Fla.; St. 
Cloud, Minn., and Beckley, Clarks- 
burg, Logan, and Weston, W. Va. 

An Army announcement added: 

So that all components would bene- 
fit from the lessons learned in the 
field, allocation of quotas was made to 
reserve component commanders and 
staffs for participation in field exer- 
cises and maneuvers. During the past 
year, nine observer spaces were allo- 


cated for reserve component person- 
nel to participate in exercise WINTER 
SHIELD in Europe. There were two 
reserve component spaces for exer- 
cise LITTLE BEAR in Alaska and two 
for exercise BIG SLAM-PUERTO 
PINE. 

To keep to a minimum the total 
man-days required of unit com- 
manders, steps were taken to combine 
numerous inspections made during 
the year of reserve component units. 

A number of actions are being 
worked out along educational lines. 
One is a review of Army policy to 
insure that reserve components are 
given every consideration for attend- 
ance at service schools during cer- 
tain periods of the school year. This 
will allow maximum attendance of 
reserve component personnel.

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Army Electronic Proving Ground Appears Slated For All-Service Test Role 


(Mach 2 Snooper, Page 28)

HE Army’s Electronic Proving Ground 

—the only communications test fa- 
cility of its kind in the Nation and 
probably unique in the world—appears 
headed for an all-Service role. 

Electronic experts who participated in 
a press briefing here last week indicated 
that the Navy, Air Force, and Marine 
Corps likely would seek to use the fa- 
cility. 

A Marine Corps liaison officer reports 
to Huachuca in November. He probably 
will be followed by Navy and Air Force 
representatives. 

Most unusual part of operations at 
Huachuca is the Electromagnetic En- 
vironment Test Facility, a huge outdoor 
test range, which began operations last 
July. 

On this range, communications and 





electronic equipment has been set up to 
simulate the equipment of a company 
size Army unit. By March 1962 it is ex- 
pected to be capable of testing the com- 
munications problems of a battle group. 

After five years and a total expendi- 
ture of $90 million, the facility will be 
able to test the communications prob- 
lems of a full field army. 

Purpose of the range is to investigate 
and help eliminate the interference 
which occurs when large numbers of ra- 
dio and other electronic devices are 
operated together within the area of the 
modern battlefield. 

Data collected from the test facility 
is fed into an IBM 709 digital computer 
to integrate test results and help form 
an accurate total picture of the strengths 
and weaknesses of the communications 
net. 


Emphasizing the importance of the 





EETF, Proving Ground officials point out 
that during WWII the Army used 23,000 
radio frequency transmitters in a 10,000 
mile square area. Today, three times as 
many transmitters are used, in addition 
to a great amount of other Army, Navy 
and Air Force equipment which can jam 
radio operations. 

The Electromagnetic Environment is 
operated by Pan American Airways with 
Bell Aerosystems as the major subcon- 
tractor. 

An integrated part of the EETF is a 
Drone Test Facility, currently consisting 
of launch, control and recovery areas at 
Yuma Test Station, Ariz., and an oblong

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No Navy Rated Officers Will Lose Flying Pay At Year’s End; 
Efforts Continue To Obtain 500 Junior Aviators, Some From AF 


HE Navy has made it known that no 

rated officer will suffer a loss of flying 
pay because of budget-imposed reduc- 
tions which must be made before 31 De- 
cember. 

The Navy, which will be forced to cut 
its rated officer strength to 18,125 com- 
pared with a requirement for 18,651 
rated officers, says that it will be possible 
to hit the year-end requirement exclu- 
sively by elimination of officers with 20 
years of rated service. 

Congress has authorized flying pay for 
officers who have 20 or more years of 
rated service. 

Navy leaders hope that early next year, 
Congress will afford relief from the rated 
officer ceilings and will enact Accrual 
Pay legislation. 

It was learned that the Navy, despite 
the requirement to cut rated officer 
strength, is going forward with its pro- 
gram to bring 500 junior officers on ac- 


tive duty in a rated status.

switch from one pay computation meth- 
od to another. 

Under provisions of the Career Incen- 
tive Act of 1955, their right to change 
computation methods was ended effec- 
tive 1 April of that year. 

Following the decision of the U. S. 
Court of Claims in the case of Louis E. 
Fagan, et al. (Lewis L. Gover, Plaintiff 
No. 2) v. U. 8., the Comptroller has 
agreed with the Court that the right 
to switch pay computation methods was 
never terminated. 

In a new decision (B-131700), the 
Comptroller says that officers retired 
prior to 1 October 1949 may in the 
future switch between either of the 
pay methods contained in Section 511 
of the Career Compensation Act.

Tri-Service P rogram Is Launched 


For VTOL Transport Aircraft Prototype 


The Army, Navy and Air Force have 
established a joint tri-service program 
directed toward developing a prototype 
of a vertical take-off and landing (VTOL) 
transport aircraft for operational suita- 
bility testing. 

The program has been approved by the 
Acting Director of Defense Research and 
Engineering, John H. Rubel with the 
Navy designated to conduct the program. 

The Chairman of the working group 
which formulated the program was Col. 
Robert R. Williams of the Army. The 
representatives of the Navy and Air 
Force were Capt. Harold H. Larsen and 
Col. Joseph W. Howell. ; 

First step wil! be initiation of a design 
competition based on type specifications 
to be developed by the Navy in coordina- 
tion with the Army and Air Force around 
the general characteristics recommended 
by the working group. The design com- 
petition will result in prototype VTOL 
aircraft which will be evaluated by agen- 
cies yet to be selected by the Military 
Departments. 


Four-Year Effort 


The program will be jointly and equal- 
ly funded by the Army, Navy and Air 
Force over a four year period. The capa- 
bilities and counsel of NASA will be used 
whenever possible during the develop- 
ment program. 

During the past several years 
Army, Navy and Air Force have con- 
ducted projects in the VTOL field that 
have produced “test bed” type vehicles 
such as the Army’s McDonnell XV-1 
(compound helicopter), Bell XV-3 (tilt 
rotors), Vertol VZ-2 (tilt wing), Ryan 
VZ-3 (deflected slipstream), Doak VZ-4 
(rotating ducted fan), Fairchild VZ-5 
(vectored slipstream) ; the Navy’s Kaman 
K-16 (combination deflected slipstream 
and tilt wing); and the Air Force’s Ryan 
X-13 (vertical jet tail sitter), Bell X-14

Several extensive studies by the Serv- 
ices and Office, Secretary of Defense have 
been made on the application of VTOL 
aircraft to meet Service requirements 
and the forecast capabilities of future 
VTOL types, The United States aircraft 
industry has made a major contribution 
and investment in providing technical 
information for the Air Force SR 175 
project and technical and operational 
analysis for the Army’s Aircraft Require- 
ment Review Board. 


Detailed Review 


“An Ad Hoc Group for Evaluation of 
V/STOL (Vertical and Short Takeoff and 
Landing) Aircraft, headed by Dr. Court- 
land Perkins, now Assistant Secretary 
of the Air Force for Research and De- 
velopment, and sponsored by the Office 
of the Secretary of Defense, has provided 
a detailed review of the entire VTOL 
field.

Lockheed Gets $181 Million More 
To Speed 2500-Mile Polaris Program 


HE Navy has awarded Lockheed Missiles and Space Division at Sunnyvale, 

Calif., $181 million to speed work on a 2,500-mile Polaris—double the present 
range. 

This brings to approximately $608 million funds awarded to Lockheed for 
Polaris research and development since 1956, according to Herschel J. Brown, 
Lockheed Vice President and General Manager of the Missiles and Space Division. 

Prior to 1 July 1960, the Navy had awarded Lockheed $490 million for pro 
duction of flight test vehicles and initial orders of tactical Polaris missiles and 
associated hardware, Miscellaneous supporting services such as training of Navy 
personnel and technical management of the Navy’s Polaris final assembly and 
issuing facility accounted for another $5.5 million. 

Additional fiscal 1961 contracts for operational missiles, for flight test vehicles 
to implement the longer-range development program and for supporting services 
are not yet finalized, but are expected to be substantial, Mr. Brown said.
